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REMARKS 

Claims 1,2, 4-8 ad 10-12 remain present in this application. 

Claims 1, 4, 7 and 10 have been amended. Reconsideration of the application, as 
amended, are respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 USC 112 
Claims 4 and 10 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

In view of the foregoing amendments, in which the dependencies of claims 4 and 10 have 
been corrected, it is respectfully submitted that all claims particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter of the instant invention. 

Rejection under 35 USC 102 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 10-12 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being unpatentable 
over VS5, Ulead VideoStudio 5 Tutorial 6/8/2001, in view of Lapson et al., U.S. Patent 
4,464,625. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

With regard to VS5, it is respectfully submitted that there are several differences between 
VS5 and the present application. First, in the present application, a tree layout is used to put all 
media data and effects in the category folder of the Library for any step. This tree layout 
will be changed dynamically based on the different steps. Tn VS5, however, the layout has a 
step-by-step format. When a user changes the step, the Library Manager will display different 
media data or effects in the Library. The Library can be separated into various categories for any 
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step. Accordingly, the layout format and the operations for media data and effects differ between 
VS5 and the present application. 

Also, in the present application, any media data or effects can be directly selected 
anytime in the Library, and the program will be automatically changed to the proper step. In 
VS5, however, a user can only see and select the media data such as video, image, and color in 
the Library as a part of the Storyboard step. Users only can see and select transition effects in 
the Effect step. 

Third, in the present application, the categories of the current step will be put in the top 
and first-level tree layout, and the categories of other steps will be put in tower and second-level 
tree layout. In VS5, however, a user must choose the proper step on the Step Tabs first, and 
subsequently select the desired item from the category list in the Library. Accordingly, VS5 
teaches a different manner of item selection from the present application. 

The Examiner admits, however, that VS5 does not teach or suggest display of second 
level data nodes in an extra menu, and relies on Lapson et al. as allegedly teaching this feature. It 
is respectfully submitted, however, that Lapson et al. does not teach or suggest that, if a cursor is 
moved to select one of the first level data nodes from the switching menu, an extra menu, 
separate from the display menu, is generated to display the second level data nodes possessed bv 
the selected first level data node from the switching menu/ ' as is recited in independent claims 1 
and 7. 

In the Lapson reference, a menu bar comprising a variety of command options indicated 
by titles is displayed across the CRT screen or the like, as is shown in FIG. 14. If a particular 
title is selected, one or more sub-command items are displayed by the computer system below 
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the primary menu title. This is discussed in the paragraph beginning on column 5, line 63, i.e., 
"If a particular title (for example Tj) is selected, one or more sub-command items 104 are 
displayed by the computer system below the primary menu title. As illustrated, the sub-command 
items appear to the user to be 'pulled down' from the main menu bar 100." Accordingly, 
regardless of which particular menu title option, i.e., T,, T 2 , or T 3 , etc, is selected, the sub- 
command items will always be "pulled down" from the main menu bar 100. This is unlike the 
present application, in which only one first level data node is designated as a working data node 
(primary menu title). The second level data nodes (sub command items) possessed by the 
working data node are then listed after the name of the working data node (primary menu title). 
The Examiner's attention is drawn to independent claims 1 and 7, which set forth the step of 
"selecting one of the first level data nodes as a working data node" (emphasis added). 

It is further noted that Lapson et al. clearly sets forth that "only one menu option may be 
pulled down and displayed at a time" (column 6, lines 14-15). This is unlike the present 
application, in which the non-selected first level data nodes (menu titles) are listed as a switching 
menu. The working menu (i.e., the primary menu title underneath which the sub command items 
are listed), the switching menu (i.e., the non-selected menu titles), and the database name form a 
display menu. Next, if a cursor is moved to select one of the first level data nodes (menu titles) 
from the switching menu, "an extra menu is generated to display the second level data nodes 
possessed by the selected first level data node from the switching menu." Accordingly, the menu 
options (sub-commands) from both the working menu (primary menu title) and the switching 
menu (other menu titles) can be simultaneously displayed. Lapson neither teaches nor suggests 
the generation of an extra menu, independent from the display menu, so as to display the 
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available sub-commands from second or subsequent first level data nodes. Lapson et al. therefore 
teaches a manner of listing second level data nodes (sub-command items) which differs from that 
of the present application. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
prior art utilized by the Examiner, either alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the 
method and computer-readable storage medium for storing a computer program of independent 
claims 1 and 7, respectively, as well as their dependent claims, is neither taught nor suggested by 
the prior art utilized by the Examiner. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 USC 102 
rejection are respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

Favorable reconsideration and an early Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
